The purpose of the retirement is 
two-fold, Mr. McConaghle explain­ 
ed. 
It Is to grant the request of 
the six battlefield employees and 
to curtail the budget of the na­ 
tional park office for the next nine 
months. 
Money Running Low 
Mr. McConaghie explained that 
I the federal appropriation for the 
maintenance of the battlefield for 
the fiscal year, July I, 1933 to July 
I, 1934, was $30,000. 
Fifteen per 
cent of this sum is withheld by the 
government as a reduction 
thus 
I leaving a balance of only $26,360 52 
with which to operate the park. 
Up to and including the Septem­ 
ber 15 payroll $3,439.22 has been 
expended, leaving a balance of $22,- 
921.30 for the next nine months 
[This sum is insufficient, Mr. Mc- 
I Conaghie said, and no addtional ap­ 
propriation will be made to meet 
the added expenses incurred 
in 
various battlefield projects. 
In order to keep within his budget 
Mr McConaghie has found it nec­ 
essary to cut down his expenses 
He had two courses, according to 
his own explanation, to furlough his 
I employees without p*v or to elim­ 
inant* some of the offices 
May Save $6,000 
So long as the six men who have 
I served thirty or more years 
to retire, and the government has 
announced that it proposes to re­ 
tire all 30-year men.

Detective’s Version

In Tampico Gale 


Tampico, Mexico, Sept. 27 (AP).— 
The known death toll from last 
Sunday’s hurricane which buffeted 
this oil port for several hours was 
placed officially Tuesday night as 
fifty, with 300 known injured and 
much of the city laid waste. 
It was feared, however, that many 
more bodies were buried in the 
debris of collapsed houses or had 
not been recovered from the water 
which swirled in from overflowing 
rivers to cover tile low lying sec­ 
tions. 
This correspondent, arriving from 
Mexico, D. P., by airplane, tile first 
to reach Tampico since the storm, 
found the city suffering from heavy 
property damage but without the 
high death toll at first feared.

tai weight will be about 7 tons. 
It will be four lect taller than 
the famous Christ of the Andes, 
which stands on a South American 
mountainside. 
The enormous size of the statue 
made it necessary to fashion clay 
models in several sections. The fig­ 
ure itself will be molded from 200 
giant blocks of terra cotta, formed 
out of five kinds of Colorado clay. 


The blocks will be two feet thick 
and of two colors, tan and marble, 
given a ceramic treatment intended 
to preserve 
them 
for centuries. 
Casting the blocks will take months. 
Taking the statue to the moun­ 
tain will require several hundred 
men, and many large trucks will 
need to make numerous trips to 
fet the 200 blocks up the 
steep 
mountain road.

— Afater 
turning down a Japanese ultimatum 
that he withdraw from the north 
China demilitarized zone the irregu­ 
lar troops of General Fang Chen- 
Wu were reported Monday night 
within twenty miles of Peiping. 
Peiping military authorities ex­ 
pected beth this city and Tientsin 
soon would be attacked, but ex­ 
pressed confidence they would be 
able to defend both places. 
General Fang, whose adherents 
are variously estimated to number 
from 5000 to 50.000, announced his 
intention to “free north China from 
the tyranny of the banking govern­ 
ment.” 
Japanese officials refused to allow 
local Chinese authorities to send an 
expedition in the field to meet the 
insurgent general. 
They said the 
Japanese army must dispose of him. 
Headquarters Bombed 
Japanese airplanes were busy all

Young Jockey 
Making Records

Last January a mite of a 16-year- 
old lad, weighing barely 90 pounds, 
arrived in Havana, unknown, but 
with a desire to ride. 
He said his 
name was Jack Westrope and he 
was from Baker, Mont. 
But that 
didn't mean anything. 
Today, however, the same lad, 
grown to where he tips the scales at 
all of 95 pounds, is the country’^ 
ranking jockey, holder of the mod­ 
ern record for the 
American 
turf 
and hailed, as another Earl Bande. 
Riding in the “big time'' only a 
little over a year, the story of a 
diminutive Westrope 
is similar to 
that of many other youngsters who 
have come out of the west to rise to 
fame and fortune in a saddle. Born 
j in Montana, he 
has 
been 
riding 
j horses ever since he can remember, 
getting his early experience on a 


cattle ranch. 
The baby-faced youngster faced 
the acid test of all good jockeys at
